A BRIEF AUTO-BIOGRAPHY, 


He testified : I was born in Litchfield, 
county in 1817. My father was Rev. 
Lyman Beecher. He died at the age of 
86. My mother died when I was three 
years old. I was thirteen years old when 
we went away. The family then went 
to Boston eight years. My father was a 
clergyman of the Orthodox church in 
Litchfield.

foundation. Had been its only pastor. 


RBEECHER’S MARRIED LIFE. 


I was married in 1837, and had been 
engaged four poe I was 23 when I 
was married. was engaged when I was 
16 or 17 years old. I have four children 
by this marriage with me and five wait- 
ing forme. I have got eight grandchil- 
dren. My wife of late years has had oc- 
casion to visit the south since 1870 and 
1871. When in Indianapolis my wife 
was obliged by sickness to visit her home. 
At an early period I remitted to my wife 
all my money. I never drew my own 
salary, but the checks were made out in 
her name. She was sound and efficient, 
I think far beyond any other person. 


DID NOT RUSIE BLINDLY ON FATE. 


In my earlier years I attempted a great 
deal of visiting, but now I do little visit- 
ing, only attending weddings gnd fune- 
am. I was cautioned about forming 1n- 
timacies with my parishioners, but 
was always jealous of my rights being 
interfered with. ]'rom the year 1844 to 
1873, I have averaged abgut six addresses 
in the week; oftentimes two in & 
day.

New York, April 3.—The 1 ribune’s 
Washington peolal says: Information 
was imparted at the war department 
yesterday through high official circles, 
that the president would declare as a pol 
icy of government in disposing of Mexi.

Our elown is becoming as assential to 

the press as the jester is in the plays of 

Shakspeare,to relieve their darker shades 

—as the lights contrasting the shadows 

of a picture, that both may stand out in 

clearer relief.

Hawley is fighting 
a desperate battle for re-election as an 
anti-third-term candidate. Ex-Senator 
Foster will crowd Boss Shepherd’s friend 
closely in the third district.
